Tae Trisune correspondent asked a gov- 
ernment official how the Indians were taking 
this business. He replied; “Indians don’t

eare as long as they get enough to eat and 
drink. That 1s their embition. Now and then 
one becomes a good farmer and citizen, but 
the majority do not know the worth of money. 
Notlong ago, on one of the government pay 
days for Indians, there were some strange 
sights. As soon as they got their money they 
bought all the red umbrellas in town and 
went marching through the streets. Some of 
them bought buggies, and, hitching their 
horses to them, took to driving about town 
like palefaces. One, a sort of ruler, saw this 
and determined to outdo the common ones of 
the tribe. He bought ahearse with a glass 
case, put his family inside the 
case, and, mounting the box, he drove 
through the town with a stoic expression on 
his face that every Indian has when heis born, 
and which never. leaves him while he lives. 
There was one fellow who sold his squaw to 
another Indian fora horse. Soon after this 
transaction the squaw gave birth to twins. 
Husband No. 1 wanted to buy back and offered 
the horse and two Henry rifles to boot. But 
No. 2 replied, ‘No,’ because under the new 
treaty each man, woman, and child receives a 
section of land. That was a; smart Indian but 
he was an exception.” ; 

A man was taking in nickels today witha 
phonograph, when an Indian came up and 
dropped in his coin and listened to the voice 
of Patti. As much of an  expres- 
sion flitted over his countenance 
as he was capable of working up. A paleface 
said to him, “ White nanimuch funny, John.” 
His reply was Indien-like, laconic, and full of 
nfeaning. Shrugging his shoulders and giving 
a grunt, he said, ** White man much strange.” 
Then he put in another nickel, listened again, 
folded his blanket, and cut for the nearest 
tim ber.

CYRUS W. FIELD JR. TO GET AN OFFICE. 


Through Mrs. Garfield’s Influence President 
Harrison Promises the Plum. 

New York, April 10.—[Special.]—Cyrus W. 
Field Jr. of New York is to be given a place 
in the foreign service. He may be sent abroad 

fill one of several vacancies im the con- 
shlar service, and it is nut improbable that. a 
Secretaryship of Legation may be te 
bim. His efforts to secure employment for 
himseif are rendered necessary, he says, by 
the financial reverses which the head of the 
family has recently suffered. He decided some 
months ago that he would like to go abroad 
in a representative capacity. Heexpressed a 
wish fora place in the consular service, and 
Secretary Tracy, Col. Elliott F. Shepard, and 
other well known New-Yorkers interested 
themselves in his behalf. They laid the mat- 
ter before President Harrison and the latter 
promised to give it careful m. He 
did nothing, however, and Mr. Field began to 
despair. About ten days ago Mrs. Garfield, 
‘widow of President Garfield, went to Wash- 
ington to visit her daughter, Mrs. J, Stanley 
Brown. She heard of Mr. Pield’s application 
and went at once to the Executive Mansion 
and sought an interview with Mr. Harrison. 
The latter inquired the reason of her mterest. 
She replied that she owed everything she had 
to the kindness of Cyrus W. Field Sr. After 
the death of her husband Mr. Field inaugu- 
rated the movement lookmg to the creation of 
a fund for the maintenance of her children 
and herself. Mr. Field himself was a liberal 
contributor, and the amount finally aggre- 
gated $300,000, which sum was. carefuily in- 
vested in her name. “ Now,” she added, “the 
elder Field is broken in health and purse and 
the least I can do is to raise my voice in be- 
half of his son who desires to secure employ- 
ment whereby he may support himeelf.”’ 

It was, she said, the only favor she ever 
asked of President Harrison, and it was the 
only one she ever would ask if the latter would 
grant it. The President was touched and told 
her that what he had failed todo for Messrs. 
Tracy, Shepard, and others should be done 
for her. Then he sent for Mr. Pield and had 
a talk with him. He told him the 
pay of ~consular officers was beggarly, 
as a rule, and that im Many cases 
they were compelled to ledge @ver small 
retail shops on the Continent in order to live 
within their income. But he assured him at 
the same tine if he wanted to.go abroad that 
the privilege would be given him, and ‘then he 
told him how few desirable places were left. 
Mr. Field insisted, however, that. he needed 
the salary, no matter how unremunerative the 
places were, and the President told him to go 
back to New York and await the appointment.

Senator McMillan of Michigan Will Push 

His Resolution of Inquiry. _ | 
New York, April 10.--(Speciak]—Senato

great lakes as a protection to their commerce 
against possible invasion. A_ resolution 
calling for information as to treaty rights 
on this -subject, which he had introduced 
in the Senate two days ago, he proposed

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to call up at an early date, and would do what-. 


ever he could in the way of arousing the Sen- 
ate to needs in this direction. ‘Under the 
treaty of 1817,”’ the Senator said, *‘it is held 
that only one armed vessel may be kept upon 
tne great lakes. This is not enough. The 
conditions are entirely changed since that 
treaty went into effect, and what was just 
and adequate then is by no means adequate 
now. There were then slight interests to 
protect, and the temptation to invasion of 
those waters in case of trouble between this 
Nation and Great Britain was nothing com- 
pared with the present. If there was war now 
the British veasels could pass through the 
Welland Canal and reach the great cities on 
Lakes Erie, Ontario, and Michigan, and 
we should be powerless to stop them. 
The treaty of 1817 has been abrogated once 
—by Secretary Seward—but it seems to be 
considered in effect again with all its original 
provisions. The resolution I introduced asks 
for information from the State Department as 


_to whether all the provisions of that treaty are 


in effect precisely as they were when the 
treaty was ratified. There should be four 
first-class gunboats to protect the lakes.”’ 


OLIVER CURTIS PERRY ASA SNEAK THIEF 


The Express Kobber Said to Be the Central 
Figure in a Western Affair. 

Pomona, Cal., April i0.—| Special. |—Oliver 
Curtis Perry, who made the brillant, though 
unsuccessful, attempt to rob the American Ex- 
press company car on the New York Central, 
near Syracuse, Feb. 21, is the leading figure in 
one of the boldest piéces of sneak-thievery 
ever attempted in the West. Last Novem- 
ber George E. Holden, a’ sporting 
man of Albany, N. Y., while  travel- 
mg through Arizona on his way to 
California was relieved of $8,000 in money, 
bonds, and jewelry. which he carried in his 
sachel. He examined his sachel at Albu- 
querque and found the valuable were safe. 
He did not again open the traveling bag till 
he reached Pomona, when he discovered that 
its contents were missing. As he had not the 
slightest clew to the thieves he took his loss 
philosophically ana spent the winter in this 
State. 

He received a telegram yesterday from the 
detectives who are working up the express 
robbery case against Perry which stated that 
amoug the latter's belongings had been found 
jewelry and bonds bearmg Holden’s name. 
The money has probably been spent. Holden 
says he has clear recollection of a young man 
answering Perry’s description who was a fel- 
low-passenger in the Pullman. He enter- 
tained the passengers by his interesting sto- 
ries of Western life. Perry ieft the train at 
Prescott Junction in the night ostensibly to go 
to Prescott. Holden will leave for Albary to- 
morrow. 


FIRED TWO SHOTS AT HEALTH OFFICERS. 


Georce Humphreys Would Not Let His 
Son Be Kemoved to the Horpital. 
New York, April 10.—George Humphreys 
of Brooklyn fired two shets this afternoon at 
the Health Officers and two policemen who 
were endeavoring to remove his 3-year-old 
son, who is suffering from smallpox, to the 
hospital for contagious diseases. At the point 
of his revolver Humphreys drove the party to 
the street. but later he was disarmed and cap- 
tured. Two cases of smallpox were found by 
Inspectors of the Health Department in the 
tenement at No. 2 Sackett street Saturday 
night and were removed to the contagious 
diseases hospital. ~

“ My father, Henry W. Lang, died,j } Pitts- 
burg, Pa., in 1872, leaving me "Mi of his

estate. E. J. Noble and L. C. Nile, his 
brother, are second cousins of - mine, 
We had grown up together and 
I had, perfect confidence n the 
integrity of both. The boys had been ‘in the 
pickle business in Pittsburg, but- failing in 
this they came West. After 1 was appointed 
executrix of my father’s estate they influenced 
me to sell some of the stocks and bonds and 


- turn the cash proceeds over to them as’ a loan, 


giving me notes for the same and the verbal 
assurance that the money would be paid at

“ The timecame for this settlement and I was 
unable to obtain the money from them with 
the result that I was removed from ry posi- 
tion as executrix.

In speaking of the matter a resident of the 
ward thus expressed himself: “If Ald, Noble 
can prove that this woman’s claims are un- 
just no one will be more ready to take off 
their coats and cry “hurrah” for him\than 
we, his neighbors and feliow-citizens. But if, 
on the other hand, it can be shown that her 
demands are just, we do not want such a man 
to represent us in the City Council. Living in 
a beautiful home, wearing diamonds, a mem-

WAS TO SECURE HIS BROTHER’S RELEASE 


John McDonald’s- Crime Undertaken to 
Benefit an English Convict. 

San Franotsco, Cal., April 10,—[{Special. ] — 
George Bidwell, the “Prince of Forgers,” ap- 
p ared before the Prison Di: ectors at SanQuen- 
tin vesterday and asked consideration of an 
application for the pardon of John McDonald, 
under sentence for tén years for forgery. 
McDonald’s crime consisted in havmg made 
in 1888 a die of a £5 Bank of England note. 
McDonaid was arrested with the die in his 
possession. The prisoner set up the plea that 
he had no intention of an attempt to defraud 
the Bank of England, but wanted the fac 
simile as an advertisemment. Upon first trial 
the jury disagreed, but a second trial resulted 
in McDonald’s conviction, and he was sen- 
tenced to ten years’ imprisonment. ! 

.Now comes the statement frum George Bid- 
well that McDonald’s incarceration is not due 
toan attempt to defraud the Bank of England 
by the issuance of forged notes, but to use 
them in @m endeavor to secure the 
release of his brother, George Mce- 
Donald, a pal of Bidwell’s, from an 
Eaglish prison, where he is now serving 
a life sentenge for his complicity with Bidwell 
in the Bank of England forgeries. It will be 
remembered. that all attempts to secure 
George McDonald’s release have proven 
abortive. Even the powerful intercession of 
James G, Blaine had failed to make any im- 
pression on the English Government. 

The fertile brain of George McDonald was 
not long engaged in evolvinga plan. By 
means vf cipher communications to his 
brother John he instructed him to procure a 
die of a £5 Bank of England note, strike off a 
package, and send it to an address in Paris. 
This done George would make an appeal to 
the bank for clemency, on the promise of 
furnishing the location of other forged notes. 
Bidwell substantiated his singular story with 
letters sent by George to his brother the 
cipher code.

“George” Wilkes Lying in Bellevue Hos- 
pital with Three Broken Ribs. 
New Yorks, April 10.—[ Special. ]|—There lies 


in one of the surgical wards in Bellevue Hos- 


pital the wreck of the handsomest, best man- 
nered, shrewdest, and most generally accom- 
plished rascal known to the police of several 
countries. He is “George” Wilkes, the king 
of forgers, counterfeiters, burglars, and con- 
fidence men. He ts the man who for 
twenty years was the leader in the 
beldest schemes of robbery throughout the 
world, and was so clever that, while all his as- 
sociates were arrested and punished, he was 
arrested only three or four times and went to. 
prison but once. That wasin Milan. He had 
always been a shining example of “honor 
among thieves,”’ but to save himself further 
inrprisonment he gave evidence against his 
comrades in 1884, and was released after a 
four years’ stay. He was despised 
by his associates after that. He has 
been going down hill steadily for the last 
four years, and last Thursday night a _police- 
man found him lying unconscious in a vacant 
lot at Thirty-eighth street and Tenth avenue.

At least there 
isnothingof the kindin vogue anjong men who 
are worthy of the name of contractor. Un the 
contrary, it 1s quite the other way. When on 
rare occasions rainy or stormy weather com. 
pels the contractor to pay bis men m a saloon 
he has to pay fvr drinks for his 
men in return for the accommodation of the 
light and warm room for paying off. No con- 
tractor would willfully encourage his men to 
drink. (On the contrary, itis altogether to oar 
best interest to keep the men sober. Sober 
work is always betterthan drunk work. I 
do not know what is being done by the little 
boss carpenters ia the Polish, Bohemian, and 
Russian quarters of the city, but my long ex- 
perience as a public official and as a builder 
enables me to say with confidence that goo l 
contraetors never pay their men in. saloons, 
unless absolutely compelled to find, sheiter on 
account of bad weather, or in, any way en- 
courage them to drink.’’ 


IS AN INIQUITOUS PRACTICE, 


Sharp Criticism of Thix Method of Robbing 
the Poor, 

Not only in labor circles but among all the 
better class of citizens has the practice met 
with condemnation, The Rev. Frank M. 
Bristol spoke emphatically on the subject. He 
said: 

“The contracturs who play into the hands 
of the saloonkeeper at the expenke of their 
workmen are worthy of greater contempt than 
the saloonkeepers themselves. They deliber- 
ately rob their men of their earnings in order 
that they may receive a few drinks or cigars 
free. In this way the feliows get for nothing 
what they can well afford to buy, while their 
underpaid emp'oyés are forced to iin- 
poverish themseives and their fam- 
ilies for the joint benefit of 
their * boss’ and his saloonkeeperfriend. This 
is only one type of the saloon evil, It is also 
a good type of the general vément of 
labor known as sweating. Itis right im line 


more work for less indney out of the poor man 
in order that the profits of the capitalists may 
be increased. I¢ is a willful crushing down of 
the laborer for the benefit of the contractor. 

“Tt is more than this. It is a blackmailing 
and a boycotting scheme .by which laborers 
are made the slaves of their employers as 
well as the slaves of drink. It not only robs 
them of the fruits of their labor, of the pleas- 
ure of home life, but oftheir independence. It 
also puts a premium upon inferior labor, for 
the superior labor is always the temperate 
ab or.” 

The Rev. Henry B, Ridgaway, President of 
the Garrett Biblical Institute at Evanston, 
said : 

“This is surely an iniquitous practice, and 
it only has one side when it comes to the true 
basis of morals or justice, Jt is all wrong, 
andl am glad to see Tue Trisune is showing 
it up in its true light.” 

H. N. Higinbotham, the new Vice-President 
of the World's Fair, said: , 

“This is certainly an imiquitous practice. 
If people generally knew that it existed they 
would see that an ordinance was passed which 
would stop it forever. Forone I cannot see 
why contractors should do it. They surely 
must lose in the long run, as sober men al- 
ways do better work than hard drinkers. I 
should think that contractors with any wis- 
dom or foresight would appreciate this fact, 
and, instead of encouraging drunkenness 
amoung their workmen, would do all they 
could to prevent it,”’

STRONG OPINIONS OF THE SYSTEM. 


What Some of Chicago's Citizens Say Con- 
cerning It. 

C. M. Albenson, Assistant General Agent of 
the Citizens’ League, in discussing the saloon 
pay office said: 

“IT have heard of this practice but have 
never had any specific cases come under my 
notice. I know exactly how it would work, 
though. The whole crowd once in the sa- 
loon, everybody steps up to the bar 
and each man feels that it is his duty to treat 
the crowd, the saloon man, and the contractor. 
If the crowd is large everybody is drunk be- 
fore the round of treats tfas stopped. In this 
way every man will spend more money than 
they would if, they had been paid off where 
they worked.” 

The Rev. Richard S. Martin, pastor of the 
Grace M. E. Church, said: “ ‘’his‘is a shame. 
Workmen have enough temptations as it is 
without being dragged into extyavagance and 
vice by their employers. But it is not the 
workmen as much as their families who are 
fo be pitied. The workman is almost equally 
guilty with the *boss’ and the saloonkeeper in 
allowing his taste for liquor to rob his family 
of the necessities of life. If I can do any- 
thing to assist in the crusade against this 
practice I wiil gladly do it.” 

The Rev. T. B. Hyde, pastor of Moody’s 
Chicago Avenue Church, said: 

*T am not preaching on popular subjects or 
I would take this matter up. If any of the 
members of my church were affected by the 
practice, I would discuss it, but I do not think 
any are.”’ . 

ather Mooney, one of the priests of the 
jathedral of the Holy Name, said: 

** It is rare for our churches to take up any 
specific evils like the one you mention. We 
do not preach on World’s Fair closing and 
progressive euchre and the like, 
but teach ~ religion and theol- 
ogy. The practice of compelling 
workmen to go to saloons for their pay is cer- 
tainly an abominable one and I do not be- 
lieve that any reputable contractors do it. It 
is simply a conspiracy between the contractor 
and the saloonkeeper to rob ‘the workmen of 
every dotlar possible, or in other words to get 
back all the mosey paid them if possible, Of 
course this evilis greatly aggravated by the 
credit system,-which is only an additional 
bait heid out to catch hard-earned dollars.” 

A. J. Hageman, Secretary of the Uhicago 
Masons’ and Builders’ Association, said:

A workman said: .‘* We have been employed 
on this work about a month. We are paid off 
each Monday. The first pay-day we thought 
the contractor would pay us by check. In- 
stead we were paid in‘ cas I get my envel- 
ope all right, and do not spend any 
money in the saloons. I draw my pay and go 
out. it is wrong to pay off in the saloon, an 
injustice to the men, and every contractor 
should be compelled to pay off in his own 
office.’’

The Saloon Pay Office Evil Is Wide- 
spre.d, — 

rhe paying of wages to employés in saloons 
ig not confined to the small building con- 
tractors alone. There are many contractors 
dving city work who find the saloon a con- 
venient place to distribute their men’s wages. 
Although the practice exists 1t is not as 
general among the larger contractors who 
employ a great numberof men as among the 
smailer ones who employ otly a dozen or so. 
There 1s hardly a contractor who will not 
deny that he pays his men in saloons, though 
aliuwost any one of them seem ready to give in- 
formation about some of his brower con- 
tractors who have no scruples against the 
practice. 

Ralph E. Brownell, of Eggleston, Mallette, 
& Brownell, contractors, at Room 207 Tacoma 
Building, said: | 

“No, wedo not pay our men in saloona. 
| our 
arouniG to wherever our 
, ands each man his en- 
ee e in tak 
| paying them there. r foreman 

has standing orders to discharge apy man who 
is intoxicated, and with ail the precautions he 
98 in hiring only temperate men, after each 
pay-day we are obliged to hire twenty or thirty 
new men, as there are about that number who 
go out on pay-day for a good time and fail to 
show up at their posts next day. But 
| believe that there are somne ‘con- 
tractors who are not so. particular 
as'to where they pay their men off. Charles 
Anderson, formerly roadmaster for the Town 
of Lake district, used to make his men go to 
his saloon to get their pay. Of course he de- 
rived a revenue from this while it lasted.”’ 

Inspector of Sewers John Q0’Neill declared 
that Thomas Jackson & Son were the only 
contractors who paid their men in saloons. 
He stated that the firm utilized Mahler & 
Gale’s saloon at No. 123 Clark street as a di< 
tributing ‘point for. the men’s wages. This 
statement was vigorously denied by Mr. Gale 
of Mahler & Gale, and also at the office of 
Thomas Jackson & Son. The man in charge 
at the latter firm’s office stated that money 
for the firm’s employés .was always put up in 
envelopes and distributed among the men 
wherever they work. He further said that 

Mr. Jackson Sr. was not a drinking man, and 
that hé probably had never visited Mahier & 
Gale’s place of business in his life. 

John E. and T. McNichols, sewer contract- 
ors, do a large share of the city’s work. 
ry Pam MecNichols, a member of the firm, 
said : " 

“I pay off my men, as arule, on the ‘job’ 
wherever I can. Ihave paid off in saloons 
when it rained or when I] was delayed in 
reaching my men and arrived after dark. In 
such cases we have to have some place for 
shelter and a place where we can get enough 
light to read the envelopes. Of course, as the 
saloon 1s the only pubic place we naturally 
go there.”’ 

Joseph J. Duffy, another sewer contractor 
who performs considerable city work, said 
it was a bad practice to pay employés in 
saloons. ‘As far as I am concerned,” said 
he, “I pay my men always at their work.”’ 

M. J. Fitzgibbons, a saloonkeeper at Asi- 
land and North avenues declared that the 

practice of paying men in saloons was a com- 
inon thing among city contractors. When 
asked if he could give any names he hesitated 
bnt finally stated that Richard F. Conway had 
paid his wen in a certain saloon. 

Mr. Conway does considerable street paving 

for the city. He was found at his office at 
No. 175 La Salle street..| Asked as to the truth 
of the above statement he replied: 

* I pay the men at theit work. In case of 
bad weather I might have paid the men in 
saloons, but Ido not want to go on record as 
favoring saloons as suitable places for pay- 
ment of men’s wages.”’ 

Dolese & Shepard, paving contractors, No. 
162 Washington street, do a great deal of 
work for the city. 
from 500 to 1,000 men at various times during 
the year, but always pay them in envelopes. 
John Dolese, in speaking of contractors who 
‘pay their men in saloons, denounced the prac- 
tice, ; 

, There is no reason,”’ said he, ‘‘ why the 
small coutractor cannot put up the inonev for 
half a dozen men in envelopes ana hand it to 
them at their work just as easily as a large 
contractur. The envelopes are not expensi ve, 
and they save time and confusion. Here is an 
envelope we use. Itis simple and effective. 
it shows each man how many days he worked 
and the amount of money due him,”

“lam against the system because it is for | 


the welfare of the men and myselt. I must 
per myself, and I cannot afford to risk 
osing the money, which the system of cash- 
ing orders m saloons makes possible. 
Longshoremen are aot angels, you know, and 
many of them never lose a chance of getting 
a dollar, In many cases the orders are 
raised before given to a saloonkeeper to cash, 
and oy the time I discover it it is impossible 
for me to tell whether it has been raised by 
the man, the saloonkeeper, or the man who 
brings it to be eashed. You see this makes 
me liable to lose a good deal of money, when 
you take into consideration the fact that in 
the busy season over $5,000 a day is paid by 
the different companies to the longshoremen. 

“In most of the saloons the proprietor 
charges ten cents to cash an order, for 
which he gives the man a_ drink. 
Of course the inan beimmg through work natur- 
aily remains uatil most of his wages is gone, 
and in many cases until itis all gone. The 
next day the man is ‘broke,’ and during the 
day he goes to that saloon for his drinks, 
which are given to him on credit. When he 
gets his order he goes there to get it cashed, 
for if he doesn’t pay up he don’t getany more 
cred it. 

** Longshoremen think the nan who cashes 
their order and fills them with whisky is king; 
the man who hires and pays them they look 
down upon and rebel against. Believing this 
to be a fact, lhave come to the conclusion 
that if 1 allow saloonkeepers t> cash 
the orders of my men [| Jose 
control of the:a and give the power of govern- 
ing them to the man who takes their money 
and fills them with the vilest kind of liquor. 
l am not a temperance advocate, but I don’t 
wish to see my men robbed and. besides, 
I o*rbtp. ose money myself. It is not 
aone tne saloonkeepers who cash the orders. 
There are several men who stand about the 
corners, with $400 or $500 in their pockets, 
and cash the men’s orders for 15 or 20 cents. 
‘This saves them the trouble of going to the 
paymaster anti@aiting perhaps. half‘an hour 
or more, These men make as high as $60 or 
$70 a day, and sometimes more. 

“It is not many dayssince I was approached 
by certain saloonkeepers who offered mea 
good percentage if 1 would give them the priv- 
ilege of cashing the orders of tlie men. You 
can see by this how much money the saloon- 
keepers make out of it. There are several 
men who hold positions similer to ‘mine who 
receive adaily percentage from saloonkeep- 
ers for giving them the privilege of cashing 
orders. There are all kinds of schemes to 
beat the working men and they think they are 
being benefited by these people. The other 
day i found that 200 Italians had been 
put. to work by one of my _ §su- 
perintendents. After inquirmgI found they 
had been brought. to him by one man, and [lil 
bet he received 50 cents a day from each one 
of them for getting them the job, when they 
could have easily ootained it themselves. Just 
figure up what he makes out of 200 Italians at 
SO cents aday. But that custom js an old one 
und one which it would be hard to break up. | 

_* By stopping the men froth cashing their 
orders in saloons [am losing money for the 
companies. We have to get more paymasters 
and more horses and- buggies in order to pay 
the men off. But still I think the outlay will 
be worth ten times the amount to the men. 
They simply live from day to day, and but 
few ever save any money.

RIVERS ARE OUT OF THEIR BANKS. 


Heavy Rains Cause the Sancamon, Illinois, 
and Wabash to Do Much Damage. 
Virernia, Tl, April 10.—[Special. |—The 
heavy rains of last week haye caused the IIli- 
nois and Sangamon Rivers to burst their 
banks, doimg considerable damage to growing 
crops on the lowlands. The Illinois River is 
five miles wide at Beardstown and all wagon 
traffic front the north is at a standstill. The 
Jacksonville Southeastern railway bridge at 
Chandlerville across the Sangamon is in bad 
2 and a large force of men is at work 
night and day so traffic on that.road may be 
kept fp. The rivers named have risen one 
inch an hour for several days past.

| Wabash River is out of its banks in many 


places and doing great damage along-the 
levees where the line is not protected. It is 
now seventeen feet in the channel here and 
rising half aninch an hour, Reports from 
the White River indicate a similar disastrous 
overfiow. A portion of lower Allison prairie 
1s inundated and great damage done to 
bridges and fences. Rivermen think, that it 
will go miuch higher and continue its destruc- 
tion of river property.

quantity of water into the Desplaines. There- 
upon somebody else became excited and de- 
clared that if this idea was carried out, “ the 
people of the valley would rise up in arms and 
prohibit such an infamous movement.”

Many thousands of people are yet i in pore 
“ence in whose younger days Illinois was re- 
garded as afar Western State. The good 
folks who lived on the Atlantic seaboard 
leoked upon Chicago as a place in the wilder- 
ness. Forty years ago there was little beyond . 
the Mississippi except buffaloes, Indians, 
mountains, and desert... A decade later hardly 
afringe of civilization existed west of the 
Missouri. It is less than a quarter of a cont- 
ury since the Pacific railroad opened up the 
country farther beyond tothe settler. The 
progress subsequently achieved is wonderful. 
The census of 1890 shows that the States and 
Territories west of the Mississippi have a pop- 
ulation of more than 15,000,000, or nearly one- 
third as many as the area between the Father 
of Waters and the Atlantic. It contains al- 
most oue-quarter of the people on a little less 
than two-thirds of the area of the whole 
United States. Hence the densities of pop- 
ulation are nut far from being as one to eight. 
In 1860 only 2,100 miles of railroad had been 
constructed west of the Mississippi. Thirty 
years Jater the total was over 35,000 miles. In 

that area there are now 121 universities and 
pe tee and 3,212,848 children attend the pub- 
lie schools. The assessed valuation of prop- 
erty aggregates $8,543,814,000, and the total 
value of the crops raised there last year is esti- 
mated at fully $500,000,000, this includimg 265,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat. 

A consideration of these and kindred facts 
may well incite the query how long it will take 
the trans-Mississippi country to equal in pop- 
ulation and surpass in assessed value the area 
east of it. The same rate of relative growth 
cannot fairly be assumed for the future as for 
the past. The process of change is somewhat 
similar to that by which water seeks its level 
by flowing from a full vessel to one previously 
empty. The later transference is less rapid 
than the earlier one. But it is reasonable to 
infer that long before the close of the next 
century the balance of power between the two 
sections will hover on the banks of the Mis- 
sissippi as a preliminary to passing it on the 
way towards the Rocky Mountains. By that 
time the sides of those mountains will be the 
scenes of intense human activity, and 
the slopes ahd valleys below will be 
swarming with industrious men ‘and women, 
each striving to gather from the bosom of 
mother earth the sustenance required for life 
and to win many of the comforts of. modern 
civilization. The streams that come down 
from the mountain tops will furnish a vast 
aggregate of power for manufacturing and 
other processes, and afterwards spread out by 
means of cenals and ditches to irrigate the 
broad areas on which are cultivated the cere- 
als of the future. Those who have studied the 
subject believe that the artificial water supply 
absolutely necessary tu successful agriculture 
in those regions will give to it a measure of 
fertility and a certainty. of results to which the 
people of the Eastern States are strangers, 
that it will invite the rapid filling up of those 
aréas to a density of population equal to that 
of some of the countries in Europe. and that 
even then the food surplus per capita will far 
exeeed anything realized since the palmiest 
days of agriculture in Mesopotamia ana the 
Vailey of the Nile. Doubtless also by that 
time the immense mineral treasures of that 
area will have been drawn upon to an extent 
which can hardly be dreamed of now, and 
more scientific processes of reduction will 
ynake the precious metals more plentiful and 
cheap than was ever pictured in the wildest 
fancies of the most heated Oriental imagina- 

What will be the commercial methods of 
. the country in those days? It is by no means 
certain that the river will then. be used for

Qne of these is named the “submarine 
sentry.”’ It is a simple and cheap device, con- 
sisting ohly of two pieces of ordinary board

But 
when the bar at its sharpened end touches the 
bottom a spring is released which unhitches 
the monitor and permits it to tise to the sur- 
face.

THE GERMAN EMPEROR’S BACK-DOWN. 

Recent dispatches from Germany confirm 
the report that the government has refrained 
from further consideration of the Primary 
Education bill because of serious and unre- 
concilable differences and the impossibility of 
securing any satisfactory present result. In 
making this announcement Count von Eulen- 
berg, the newly appointed President of the 
Prussian Council, declared’ the government 
would reserve the right to call up the bill in 
future without overstepping the limit of the 
Constitution. ‘There is no. prospect, however, 
that a favorable jtime will come for the gov- 
ernment to take this step. It is more likely 
that the German Kaiser has) recognized the 
impossibility of feremg his Catholic and 
Lutheran cleriéal dogmatic bill upon the Ger- 
man people and has bowed to the inevitable 
by a permanent withdrawal of it. He must 
have found that both the Lutheran and Cath- 
olic laity had no desire for its passage and 
that its chief, supporters |were cleries who 
sought to control the education of the youth 
of Germany independent of the wishes of 
their parents and contrary to the will 
of millions more of the German peo- 
ple. From (this point of view he 
must have decided that it would be 
unsafe to try the patience and self-respect of 
his subjects too'far. If such a bill could have 
been passed and put into successful operation, 
which assumes that the Germinan people would 
be too spiritiess to oppose it, the next gehera- 
tion would have been reduced to one dull, 
dead, dogmatic level; with’ no personal in- 
terest in religion or religious doctrines. The 
freedom both of teacher and scholar wouild 
have been lost, and formalism would take its 
place. A writer in the Popular Science 
Monthly, discussing this question, thinks that 
the only result of the Emperor’s schen-e, if it 
could be realized, would be “to fill the Ger- 
man fatherland with intellectual stagnation, 
formalism,.and hypocrisy,’’}and he) adds by 
way of application to this country: 

Sach, too, would be the effect here if the faint- 
hearts of the religious world could have their 
way. They would intrust the inculcation of re- 


ligious truths to the public school teachers and 
would place religion on a par with geography,

dence, while religion, though taught with an 
evual air of authority, could not in any similar 
manner prove its statements. Truly, the friends 
of a cause are Often its greatest enemies,.while 
those who get the credit of being its enamies are 
often its truest friends.

THE NATIONAL Quem VATORY. 
The House Naval committee recently has

new astronomical observatory which is near 
completion at a cost of nearly a. million dol-— 
lars. Within a year from now everything will | 


be ready for beginning there the work of ob- 
servation with the best approved instruments 
that can be produced by human skill, Now 
comes up an old and much vexed question 
whether the observatory shall remain under 
the direction of the Naval Department, as the 
old one has. been during its existence of nearly 
fifty years, or be committed to the care of a 
professional astronomer, the best whose serv- 
ices can be procured, and perhaps aided by a 
board to be appointed by the Secretary of the 
Navy. | 

The proposed change would be in the line 
of a reform, an example for \which has been 
set in the recent reorganization of the Weather 
Bureau. It is widely known that while much 
valuable work has been done there the ad- 
ministration was not always the most efficient 
nor the work well directed, the astronomers 
being notoriously at ‘‘sixes and sevens”’ dur- 
ing several years. Yet the work of Maury, 
Gillis, Walker, Newcombe, Harkness, Hail, 
and others was equal to thatof the best astron- 


Nautical Almanac has no superior in point of 
accuracy. It is hardly true, as claimed, that 
the observatory was at any time “‘ almost as 
nyuch a discredit as an honor to the Nation,” 
or that its results were teceived nowhere as 
authoritative. 

The question of managing the observatory 
ought to be considered not with reference to 
matters of etiquette but on the broader 
ground of the legitimate objects of work in 
such an institution which is paid for with the 
money of the people, At the time of its foun- 
dation it was intended to be essentially an aid 
to navigation, any other function being sim- 
ply incidental, and the same basic idea gov- 
erned in the founding of the English national 
observatory at Greenwich. It was intended 
to aid in perfecting the art of navigation. To 
that end the movements of the moon, the 
places of the so-called fixed stars, and the 
rating of chronometers (after the latter had 
been made) were the chief things to be 
studied, s0 that the mariner might be enabled 
better than before to ascertain at any time 
his position on the trackless deep, and 
thus be competent to handle his vessel more 
safely and certainly either in commerce or 
war. Ofcourse the same improvement in 
knowledge of stellar and lunar positions was 
soon found ayailable for the use of the land 
surveyor. But outside of these two objects it 
was not supposed to have a direct aim in the 
astronomnical work conducted in a national 
observatory. Hence the conduct of effort 
there was naturally considered to fall within 
and it is 
well known that Maury thought he was act- 
ing in the line of duty in devoting much of 
his time to a study of ocean currents in- 
stead of the lunar or planetary motions. In 
so doing he was working directly with a view 
to perfect the art of navigation as based upon 
the laws of physical science, which were to be 
understood by watching their operation. 

If the people of the United States want to 
have their money paid out liberally for in- 
vestigating by the aid of the spectroscope the 
chemical constitutions of the sun and stars 
and the motiong of stars in the line of sight, 
or with the telescope the chances in favor of 
other planets and stara being inhabited, or 
any of the numerous other problems which 
the astronomers of today every now and then 
throw at one another for tentative sulution, 
but which have no practical or apparent bear- 
ing on the ordinary affairs of human life, 
they should then provide for the running of a 
national observatory in close competition 
with others that are devoted to some or all of 
these lines of investigation. If they want it, 
and are willing to pay for it, they have a 
right to do so. But it may 


and that such national participation in 
mere theoretical work is by no means neces- 
sary, seeing thatthe field is pretty well cov- 
ered by workers who are otherwise paid for 
the service. Of course it is desirable that 
whatever be undertaken should be done well, 
and this can best be secured by placing at the 
head of ihe observatory a competent man 
who has made of astronomy a life study and 
scored his mark as a master of the science. 
But that need not and should not be construed 
into an approval of the: proposition to main- 
tain a big staff of high priced men to be paid 
for work which does not promise éven remotely 
to be for the benefit of the public. The quoted 
fact that the astronomers of the country are 
generally in favor of such an arrangement 
ought not to recommend it to the taxpayers. 
Naturally thése professionals are  en- 
thusiastically “devoted to their work, 
and look upon it as one of supreme 
importance, with little reference to the more 
practical problem of earning bread and but- 
ter which presents itself argently to the mind 
of each one of the great majority of the peo- 
ple who would be called on to foot the bills. 
The kind of work on which the average 
astronomical student and investigator is en- 
gaged is laudable, but should. be paid for by 
the rich ones who endow colleges or enjoy the 
luxury of a private observatory, not by the 
people at large. The question whether this or 
that astronomer in Europe or Australia thinks 
the United States Government ought to do 
more for his pet science than it is now doing is 
really an unimportant one compared with the 
consideration of ‘the mght to tax the people 
beam their consent for the prosecution of 
work”’ among the stars. 


THE WASTE BY FIRE.” 

Tue Trisuns alluded a few days ago to the 
fearful waste by fires in the United States and 
the memorial on that subject addressed to 
President Harrison by the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters. The totai loss for last 
year was @ little in excess of $166,000,000, and 
that of the last five years has averaged $126,- 
000,000 per annum, In view of such aterrible 
array of losses it may well be asked if there be 
not other causes than those hinted at by the 
insurance officials. Is it not possible that 
they are far more largely to blame than seems 
to be suspected by themselves in calling for 
more adequate legislation on the subject? 

One great cause of heavy loss by fire, if not 
the chief incitement to it, is the fact of too 
high msurance against it. The man who is al- 
‘owed to insure his property for fully as muchas 
it is worth is thereby tempted to carelessness. 
No matter how honest a man may be he will 
cease to care very nuch whether his property 
is burned up or not if it be insured to its full 
value. In case of a shrinkage by a tall in 
market prices or deterioration of quality, so 
that the “‘ goods ” are insured for more than 
they are worth, there is a direct incitement 
to incendiari#m, Half-honest men would 
prefer that the property burn up, as they 


keep the goods or structure which may 
not be selling or renting well. Really 
dishonest nen have a real motive for wish- 
ing to see the overinsured property destroyed 
by fire, or what they call “sold to the insur- 


for more than. ty eei dele to otelnns 1h 
Then in some mysterious way the property 
takes fire and the flames spread to adjoining 


all. The. companies advertise the fact that 
they have paid the losses promptly, this being 


intended as an incentive to others to patron- | 


ize them; and for a similar reason the guilty 
ones are not brought to account’ unless where 
the proof 1s clear and positive.‘ .. 
Insurance ought never to be granted toan 
amount that will tempt to carelpssness-or in- 


_cendiary practices by the © y of the prop- 
erty ana their creditors, Ther can be no 
doubt that the cotpanies are’ ustly blame- 


able for a large per cent of the destructive 
fires on which they are called to foot the bills, 
and they should try to reform their own 
methods before demanding ald from without.. 
In fact, it may be asserted with no fear of 
successfu' dispute that all the remedies they 
propose fo the President, if adopted, would 
prove ineffectual and delusive so long as full 
ana excessive insugance is indulged in by the 
insuring companies. It would wonderfully 
promote care and watchfulnessdf they. would 
establish an inflexible rule’ not. to in- 
‘gure any property at more than two- 
thirds its . ascertained value. lf they 
would thus throw on the owner himself 
the remaining third part of .the risk they 
would make it of vital interest. to him to see 
to it that they were not called on to pay fire 
losses. And not only would this. policy con- 
duce to watchfulness over existing risks, but 
it would tend powerfully toward the construc- 
tion of more secure buildings and more nearly 
fireproof structures than those- on which the 
companies now take premiums, ' While this 
two-thirds insurance rule would save the com- 
panies from tens of millions of ‘loss every 
year, it would also enable them to insure 
much more cheaply than they can afford to 
do it now, and thereby benefit the whole num- 
ber of those who take out policies of insurance 
against loss by fire. Overinsukdnce is the 
bane of the whole business, and the remedy 
for the evil rests with the companies them- 
selves. It cannot be suppied or administered 
by others. q 4 
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FULL VALUE SILVER en 

The Brooklyn Standard-Union? makes a 
very sensible suggestion in regard to silvers 
and bases its remarks on Tue TRstine - quota- 
tion of the bullion value of the pure sil” 
ver in the United States, 7It says: 
“Let us end all this nonsense about gold 
bugs and silver idiots bya readjujtment of 
the ratio.” It proposes to readjust-\'the silver 
coinage to the relative value by adding 50 per 
cent to the present weight of silver jn each of 
the silver coins, thus bringing them jeachoally 
to par. It says: “The new coin~ {would be 
beautiful, and we should have biggg tallism i in 
earnest. The silver and gold certifigates must 
then have equal value, and the silver reserve 
be as good as gold. The two metgais would 
then roll like shining chariots side by side 
down the broad thoroughfares of ‘universal 
prosperity.”’ 

This utterance is in line with they position 
long since taken by Tux Txrisuns. " There is 
no use in trying to conceal or depy the fact 
that the relation of silver to gold has radically 
changed in the last few years 4s a conse- 
quence of vast increase in the production of 
the cheaper metal with a great lessening in the 
cost of its produchon. And this large change 
in the relation 16 not without precedent, in 
spite of the blind assertion so freely made re- 
cently that the value of silver has not mate- 


is that less than four centuries ago the ratio 
was about eightto one. It was wtened out 
by the discovery of silver mines on this corti- 
nent, then fora long time remained nearly 
stationary, and in the latter half of this 
century has experienced a further widening. 

The only course to pursue if we wish to. use 
silver,ags money# and not as the material from 
which to coimmere tokens of value, 1s to put 
a dollar’s worth of silver in the dollar, and 
pay out a dollar’s worth of the bullion for 
each dollar named on the certificates issued 
against it when they are presen for re- 
demption. There need then be no. further 
trouble. The advocates of silver mond could 
have all of it they wanted, within the itmits of 
possible supply, the “ goldites” could pot ob- 
ject to such an arrangement, the friends of bi- 
metallism woulda be satisfied, and the com- 
mercial exchanges between the nation§$ would 
be undisturbed. The silver money could then 
circulate freely by the side of gold, and the 
silver miners be encouraged to produce as 
much as called for by the needs of a healthy 
market, -without inviting the collapge : that 
must alw aya follow quickly upon the ia of 
undue inflation. > 

The first, quickest, and best step thad could 
be taken by the United States tow ardg the ac- 
complishment of this desirable result; would 
be a resolve that hereafter it will sefl. siiver on 
the same basis as it has bought the ° ‘metal. 
That is, rts bullion value as established in the 
commercial marts of the world. The govern- 
ment could afford to do this, Trug,} there 
would be some loss in redeeming with. full 
value builion some | certificates tha\, wore: is- 
sued ayainst silver bought at a higher price 
than that of the last few weeks, but if the loss 
on the transaction were ten -times as great 
common honesty dewands that it should be 
met. That is the principle on which an: hon- 
est merchant acts’ with goods which de. 
cline in selling value during the” time 
that he holds them in stock. There is 
no more reason or justice in mak- 
ing a profit out of purchases. of 
silver than for making a similar profit on 
goid bullion. and the taking of such an unfair 
advantage has furnished the free coinage men 
with the most plausible of all their fallacious 
arguments. The government has no more 
right to that profit than has the private citi- 
zen. Neither has any right to it. ‘Fhe logic 
is equally bad in each case, but the effect on 
the value of the ‘‘ money” is not the same as 
if the mine-owner were allowed to rake in the 
difference which for nearly two years past hag 
been appropriated by the T'reasury. In. order 
to have our coins legal tender they should be 
of full market value, both in the case of" gold 
and silver.

CROP REPORTS FROM MINNESOTA. 


What the State Bureau Has to Say of the 
Cereals— Wheat Status. 

Sr. Paur, Minn., April 10.—[Speciai, |—The 
Minnesota weather bureau today issued its 
first crop reports for the season. ‘They -em- 
brace all the principal grain-growing parts of 
the State, and are nearly 100 in number. In 
the northwestern counties the tenor of the re- 
ports is that the spring seeding will be done 
rather late. The central counties report that 
the seeding is retarded in the northern half by 
the recent rains. In the region of Monte vidio 
the seeding is well under way. On the whole 
the seeding is somewhat backwari in that 8 ec- 
tion also. The southern counties are ina 
similar condition. At some places seeding is 
under way, but in the. majority the farmers 
are waiting for the ground to dry. Some lo 
calities report winter wheat to be in poor con- 
dition. From all parts of the State the re- 
ports state that the recent rains have fur- 
nished sufficient moisture to insure a good 
start for the gro wing crops. In many places 
the ground is too wet for seeding, 

Torexa, Kas., April 10.—[{Special. ]|—Secre- 
tary Martin Mohler of the State Board of Ag- 
riculture in speaking of the ¢ondition of 
winter wheat in Kansas today said: ‘** The 
unusual amount of r@in and snow dur- 
ing March -has’ greatly assisted the 
late sown wheat to strengthen its roots 
and place it im condition to _ stool 
vigorously when warm weather comes. 
The area sown to wheat as compared with that 
sewn the previous years is reported by our 
correspondents at 97.6 per cent, which gives a 
total area for this State of 3,497,868 acres. 
In consequence of the dry condition of the 
soil last fall the wheat area in_ the 
éastern belt of t State was reduced 
23 per cent. In the central and_ west- 
ern belts the condition of the soil was 
more favorable, and in both the wheat area 
was increased over that of the previous year. 
Wheat sowing last fall was much better than 
usual fortwo reasons; first, farmers sowed 
late as a precaution against the ‘Hessian fly; 
second, the dry and hard conditiop of the soil 
in many portions of the State did not permit 
sowing at the usual time. The wheat 
in nearly all portions of the State was 
slow to germinate and much of it had not 
appeared above the ground in the fall, but the 
favorable weather during the winter and the 
abundant rains during Mareh have brought 
out the wheat, and in the central and western 
belts the plant is evenly distributed over the 
ground and is in a healthy and promising cun- 


dition.

You would have it understood by this that 
while Gen. Sherman was engaged in a praise- 
worthy and purely military act, which President 
Linente wouid have desired him to perform had 
he lived, he was set upon and insulted, and his 
arrangements set aside by President Johnson and 
Edwin Stanton, then Secretary of War, in a 
mean and narrow spirit of revenge, because of 
the assassination of Mr. Lincoln, and that at this 
juncture the generous kindness of Gen. Grant in- 
te d between him and these alleged enemics, 
ap t the two Generals on new terms 
and ended the war. You state all this as though 
you had approved Gen. Sherman's course. 

Whatever policy Mr. Lincoln might have rec- 
ommended to Congress for the restoration of the 
Confederate States to their relations with the 
Unéon none know better than you that he would 
never have undertaken to usurp the powers of 
Congress in the subject, much less to ow a 
military subordinate to guide him in the work 
by an authorized aheg ota made ‘under the 
supervision of Jefferson Davis and his Cabinet. 


Stanton’s Orders to Grant, 


Mr. Lincoln left no room for doubt on this 

int, for he gave the following direction to Gen. 

rant a fortnight before the Sbherman-Jobhnston 
negotiations : 

* To Gen. Grant: The President directs me to 
say to you that he wishes you to have no confer- 


ence with Gen. Lee unless it be for the capitula- 


tion of Lee’s army or solely minor or purely mili- 
tary matters. He instructs me to say to you that 
you are not to decide, discuss, or confer in any 
litical question. Such questions the President 
holds in his own hands and will submit them to 
no military conferences or conventions. Mean- 
time you are to press to the utmost your military 
advantages. EpwIn M. STANTON, 
“ Secretary of War.” 

You will say that Gen. Sherman had not seen 
this order of Mr. Lincoln when he made his ar- 
rangement with Johnston, but it is none the less 
absolute proof that he (Mr. Lincoln) would have. 
disapproved the arrangement. The General 
needed no such admonition to teach him that the ° 
discussion of public policies in a military conven- 
tion was an invasion of the civil authority and 
wholly outside the powers and duties of a mili- 
tary commander. He frankly admitted this, and 
in a letter to Secretary Stanton, dated April 25, 
the day after receiving the government's disa 
proval of his terms, he said: ““{ admit my folly 
in embracing ina military convention any civic 
matters.”’ 

You represented Gen: Grant as coming to Gen, 
Sherman s relief, from which those not acquaint- 
ed with the history of the case would suppose that 
he approved the agreement. hen you made 
this statement you must have known that Gen. 
Grant condemned Gen. Sherman’s act before con- 
sulting either President Johnson or Secretary 
Stanton. He wrote to Gen. Sherman acknowl- 
edging the receipt of the agreement and said:

Ihave before me the original of the following 
note from Gen. Grant to Secretary Stanton:

Hon. E. M, 
Stanton, Secretary of War: 

“ Sir: I have received and just completed read- 
ing the dispatches naoggns by special messenger 
from Gen. Sherman. They are of such impor- 
tance that | think immediate action should be 
taken on them, and it should be done by the 
President in council with his whole Cabinet. I 
would respectfully suggest whether the President 
should not be notified and all his Cabinet, and a 
meeting take place jonight. Very respectfully, 
your obedient servant, 

“DU. S. Grant, Lieut.-Gen.” 


Reasons for Disapproval, 


Gen. Grant started immediately after the ad- 
journment of the Cabinet meeting for Raleigh, N. 
C., and arrived at Sherman’s headquarters on the 
24th,-to execute the President’s order. Under 
this order Sherman gave notice that hostilities 
would be resumed, whereupon Johnston’s 
army was surrendered upon the terms ac- 
corded by Grant to Lee. As a matter 
of prudence and necessity, Mr. Stanton 
telegraphed to Gen. John A. Dix, then in New 
York, to publish the same, a copy of the Sher- 
man-Johnston agreement and its disapproval by 
the government. To it were appended the rea- 
sons for its disapproval. These reasons were as 
follows : | 

1. It was an exercise of an authority not vested 
in Gen. Sherman, and on its face shows that both 
he and Johnston knew that (ven. Sherman had no 
authority to enter into any such arrangements. 

‘2. It was a practical acknowledgment of- the 
Rebel Government. 

“3. It undertook to reéstablish the Rebel State 
Government that had been overthrown at the sac- 
rifice of many thousand loyal lives and an im- 
mense Treasury, and placed the arms and muni- 
tions of war in the hands of the rebels at their 
respective capitals, which might be used as soon 
as the armies of the United States were disbanded, 
and used to conquer and subdue the loyal States. 

“4. By the restoration of rebel authority in 
their respective States they would be enabled to 
reéstablish slavery. 

*5. It might furnish a ground of responsibility 
for the Federal Government to pay the re 
debts, and.certainly subject the loyal citizens of 
rebel States to debts contracted by. rebeisin the 


tate. 

**6. It would put in dispute the existence of 
loyal State governments and the new State of 
West Virginia, which had been recognized by 
every department of the United States Govern- 
ment. 

“7, It practically abolished the confiscation 
laws and relieved the rebels of every degree, who 
had slaughtered our people, from ail pains and 
penalties for their crimes. 

“8. It gave terms that had been deliberately, 
repeatedly, and solemnly rejected by President 
Lingoln, and better terms than the rebels had 
ever asked in their most prosperous condition. 

"9 lt formed no basis of true and lasting 
peace, but relieved the rebels from the pressure 
of our victories, and left them in condition to re- 
new their efforts to overthrow the United States 
Government and subdue the loyal States when- 
ever their strength was recruited and any oppor- 
tunity was offered.’ 


Publication Absolutely Demanded, 


The publication of these reasons was absolutely 
demanded in the interest of the public safety. 
The expectation which Gen. Sherman had raised 
in the minds of the people that our soldiers only 
awaited the President's order to return rejoicing 
to their homes could not be realized under his 
terms consistently with the diguity or the safety 
of the country. This had to be made evident to 
the people and the army to prevent serious and 
perhaps dangerous discontent. 

Jacob Collamer, then a Senator from the State 
of Vermont, in a letter to Mr. Stanton dated June 
14, 1566, expressed his opinion on this int as 
follows : “en. Sherman promulgated to his army 
and the world his arrangements with Johnston. 
In . the armistice could not in any other way 
be accounted for, and the army was gratified 
with the expectation of an immediate return 
home. To reject that arrangement was clearly 
necessary and to oO it without 
stating any reason for it would have been a dan- 
gerous experiment both to the public and the 
army, Indeed, many had serious apprehensions 
of its effect on the army even with the conclusive 
reasons which were given. Should not this view 
be presented in any and every true manifesto of 
the case?” 

It is not necessary here to discuss the terms. No 
one in bis me will question the good intentions 
of Gen, Shefinan in agreeing to them, but it is the 
truth ef history that they were rejected by 
Union people of the country at the time as unani- 
mously ag they weref by the President and tne 
Cabinet, . 

Senator Sherman’s Own Letter. 


In conclusion, allow me to quote one more 
authority in support of Mr. Stanton’s view and 
in co nation of Gen. Sherman’s fearful mis- 
take.

THEY WILL ACCEPT BEDUCED RATES, 


The Proposition Resubmitted for Vote of 
the Western Roads. . 
Chairman Finley has resubmitted ‘to the 
roads in the Western Passenger Association 
the proposition to adopt as basing rates *the 
rates tendered by the Chicago Railroad Asso- 
ciation (Ohio River roads) quoting . reduced

4 48 Obvious that the quesuon Philip put to 
Christ, ** Show us the Father,” touches one of the 
deepest néeds of human nature. If there is any 
poWer in the universe other than ourselves we 
want to knowit. We want to know what God is 
to us and to him. When we 
read_ the Old Testament 
we find there pictures of God as a King of 
strength, wisdom, and purity. He is Jehovah, :-a 
being to be served with awe and trembling. This 
idea dominated the thoughts of men at the time 
of the Reformation. The tiod Cromwell wor- 
shiped was the God of the Hebrews clothei in 


thunder. If we turn to the Gospel to get Christ's 
idea we have such pictures as the para- 
ble of the prodigal son. We hear Paul 


say ** Ye have not received the spirit of bondago.’’ 
Christ adds joy to piety and sunshine to life, mak- 
ing Christians of Jews, by setting before 
us the idea of God asa father. It is no irrever- 
ence to say that the God of Jacob is not our God, 
Christ has taught us infinitely higher views of 
God than Pacob ever had. Jacob's prayors 
were bargains made with God. David's God was 
a mighty King who blessed him and cursed his 
enemies, and who would continue ta do so as 
long as his laws were obeyed. Christ took up the 
laws of Moses and said calmly that those laws 
must be diiferently interpreted.

Bishop Fallows Talks of the Evil and De- 
elves the Borrd of Hevith May Put a 
Stop to It if; it So Wills—The Rev. J. 
Wolfenden, in Speaking of “St, Paul and 
the Sweating System,’ Says Laboring 
Men Are Most Often.to Blame: for Their 
Misfortunes, . : 

“The Board or ‘Health can close up on 
shortest notice every ‘sweating’ den in the 
city,” said Bishop Fallows to the congrega- 
tion of $t. Paul’s Reformed Episcopal Church 
last night. ‘I will guarvantee ta put the 
Board of Health in possession of the names of 
these places at once if it is desired.” 

Bishop Fallows was telling -his congrega- 
tion a few truths about. “‘ the sweating evil” 
when he made this remark. In the course of 
his remarks he also spoke as follows, 

The latest dictionaries have defined a sweater as 
a grinding employer, one who works his ct 
hard and pays them small wages, especially one 
who employs working tailors at low wages. 

In’ the testimony given before the committee 
appointed by the House of Representatives to in- 
vestigate the sweating system in our own city and 
in different parts of the country, one of the wit- 
hesses, an intelligent German workman, but 
speaking imperfect English, a § definition of 
sweater was given @ little different from the one 
in the dictionaries, He said @ sweater was a 
contractor who took work from the wholesale 


dealer, ‘employing workmen uniler him 
often in rooms and dens not fit. to labor 
in, who invested no (money | in the 


business, took no risks, and ‘received large re- 
turns for nothing. ‘ith that definition’ thie com- 
mittee seémed to be particularly pleased 

[he witnesses from the workmen testified re- 
garding the nature-of the places in which the 
tailoring work was catried on. Twenty-five per 
cent of them were totally unfit for such uses, 
Sometimes a kitchen, which was the work-room, 
Wash-room, living-room, and sleeping-room, was 
used. Sometimes the room swarmed with ver- 
min. Illy lighted and poorly ventilated} the per- 
sops employed were hutidled together, men «and 
women and young girls.. Sometimes a patient 
would be tossing on an apology for a bed with 
scarlet-fever or was choking with diphtheria. 


What the Committee Discoveted, 


_ The committee itself found one typical place 
in@& room twenty by twenty-five feet in which 
eighteen persons were employed. . In it,were ten 
machines and three tailors’ wives with the neces- 
sary benches. In an adjoining room was a sick 
baby, This latter room aiso contained the wash 
of the family hung up to dry. . The testimony of 
the witnesses as to the number of these places 
was corroborated by the actual observation of 
the members of the committee. The testimony 
further elicited the fact that workmen would wor 

from sixteen to eighteen hours a day in’such 
places, coating and sleeping in them rie oye ton: 

Lit 

themselyes with beer instead of nutritious food. 
The wages which were paid were lower now than 
formerly. Not only the lower-priced but the 
higher-priced goods were made in these sweating 


places. Some of the most costly suits came from 
them. Although the condition of things was bad 


enough in Chicago, it was nothing comparable 
to the condition in New Yerk. What, now, is the 
remedy for this greatest trade evil? 

- There is a partial remedy which can be put 
inte effect at once. When asked, **Who is your 
tailor?" [ make answer,“ the man who knows in 
what places his goods are made up, whe does not 
allow the contaminating finger of the sweater to 
touch them, or else the man who, like the mer- 
chant tailor in London, posts in bis’ central 
establishment and in all branch establish- 
ments the words, ‘No sweating done here: all 
goods made up under our own supervision and on 
the premises. 

A revolution in the making up of the better 
class of goods can be effected in twenty-four 
hours. Self-preservation demands of the men 
who wear their broadcloth that it shall: be free 
from contagion. Simple justice to the workmen 
demands it. 

A Witness’ Charce. 


One of the witnesses before the. Congressional 
couimittee, when Asked why the Chicage ard 
of Health had not béen notified of the existence 
of a specitic sweating shop which he mentioned, 
answered with a somewhat contemptuous ex- 
pression of countermante: “The Board of Heaith 
won't pay any ‘attention to it.” In charity I 
think that a mistake, although .it was bingular 
the sweating places have not been found out by it 
before. Now that the inquiry is a national one I 
hove and belidve they will be discovered and 
stamped out of existence.

TALKS ON THE SWEATING SYSTEM, 


The Rev. J. Wolfenden Says Workinemen 
Are to Blame for Their Troubles. 

The Rev. J. Wolfenden, pastor of the! Fourth 
Baptist Church, preached last evening on ‘* St. 
Paul and the Sweating System,’ taking his 
text from Acts xvii., 6: 

Because he was of the same craft he abode with 
them and wrought. 

He said in brief: 

"We all feel anxious. about the condition of the 
workingman. If he would take as good care of 


himself as others are disposed to take of him he 
would be the most fortunate man in ¢reation. 


What has not been done for him? We 
have adapted a literature to his | needs 
and it has to a certain extent 


missed its wark. The sympathy which Christian 
weople have extended to him has been rajected. 
Re has beeu assiduously taught by designing men 
a spirit of discontent that he mistakes for bonest. 
efforts put forth in his behalf. He has himself been 
the greatest obstacle to his own advancement. 
In ninety-nine cases out of 100 where coniplaint is 
made the workingman is at fault himself. Panl 
was a true gentieman by, birth, by education, 
and by instinct. And yet he worked at a trade 
that was unremunerative and not highly esteemed. 
ln the picture of the text we have a beautiful les- 
soneonthe dignity of manual labor. His hours 
were long. This is aiways trae when a business 
is taken into the home, as shown by the history 
of weavers, who labored from fourteen to eight- 
een hotirs per diem.

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Ww. H. Van Ornum’s Address Before the 
West Sile Seeulor Union, : 

The ‘“ Public School System ”’ was the sub. 
ject of the address before the Sccular Union 
last evening by W. H. Van Ornum. Fort 
Dearborn Lodge Hall, No. 181 West Madison 
street, was comfortably filled when the speak- 
er was called to the rustrum. 

In introducing himself the speaker stated 
that it had been often said of one who mani- 
fested iconoclastic tendencies that he had an 
ax to destroy but no hammer to build. and 
possibly he exposed himself to that criticism 
if it were a criticism. 

** But, I beg of you,”’ he said, “*to remem- 
ber that the destroyer must- precede the build. 
er, and whether you erect an edifice or set up 
an institution the first thing is to destrey the 
old and remove it to give place to the new.” 
He continued: 

It is impossible for any institution to acquire a 
sanctity or reverence which would properly place 
it beyond criticism or absolve it from the neces- 
sity of constantly justifying its reason to bé. So, 
to\hesitate to attack, even an institution which 
we have assumed it is necessary to preserve by 
reasov of that assumed necessity, is to erect a fence 
against. our own progress, It is more; itis an 
indication that we ourselves have no confidence 


in the subject of our reverence. Jf men really be- 
lieved in the supreme value of religion, if they 


_had any intelligent confidence that it does meet a 


genuine want of mankind, they would not fear 
the ridicule even of its enemies. But, rather, 
they would court investigation ; they would throw 
open the doors to its\.most secret mysterics and 
invite the world to come aud point out its defects. 
When men breathe out threatenings and slaughter 
against Anarchists for qvestioning the right or 
authority of government they are only giving 
voice ta their own doubts a fears as to the 
justice of that authority. It is vote of “ want of 
contidence”’ in their own fetish.. When any in- 
stitution claims a special sanctity..as being too 
good or beneficent to be criticised, then is pre- 
cisely the time when criticism shouldbe pressed 
the most mercilessly, Those assumptions are cer- 
tain to cover the most serious abuses. 

The public school system is-one of those institu. 
tions of which people are wont to boast as some- 
thing peculiarly American, bat its first act is one 
of injustice; a violation of the security of the‘cit- 
izen in his possessions; a taking from one to con- 
fer upon another; and is therefore a violation of 
the freedom and equal rights ofthe people. Those 
with no children are'taxed to educate the chil- 
drén of others. The schools are said to free, 
but to whom? Certainly not to the poor, for 
they are taxed for their support. Whoever hands 
over the taxes to the tax-gatherer, they are 
chareed back and back until they finally rest 
upon the peor. who are the laborers, 

The schools are really a part <* the police func- 
tion of government on the principle that to edu- 
cate men mukes them better citizens and reduces 
the average amountof criminality. It is claimed 
in this way the public security is promoted. This 
is the only pretended justification for taxing all 
to sustain the schools. But does education re- 
duce the rate of criminality? As a matter of fact it 
does nut. On the ofber hand, with mononoly what 
it is, it has a direct tendency to increase it. To 
increase a man’s knowledge is to increase his 
wants. Unless his ability to satisfy those wants 
is increased to correspond, a tension is produced 
under the pressure of which crime is committed. 
It cannot decrease that pressure. Ability to sat- 
isfy want cannot increase beyond the want. Pre 
vious to knowledge there can be no want, or 
a man cannot want a thing of which he 
has no knowledge. But give him a knowledge of 
it So that he formulates the want and unless 
he also has the ability to satisfy it iegit- 


imately he may steal. Therefore, education 
can never reduce crime. With the resources 
of the world shut out from tbe people 


of the world, it can only increase the disparity 
between want and gratification, and therefore 
increase crime. This is exaetly the reason for 
the observed increase of crime ever since this 
governinent was founded. There has been a steady 
increase of intelligence on one side, while on 
the other the pressure of monopoly has tight- 
ened, producing a tension from both sides, and of 
course the crime has been increased. Thata 
change must come soon admits of no doubt, 
Knowledge cannot always continue to increase on 
one site and repression on the other. The only 
question is, How oe pefore we shall reach the 
breaking point? 

So education cannot possibly reduce crime, 
But what effect does it have? All authorities go. 
to show that State schools always tend to uni- 
formity, stifie individuality, promote submission 
and obedience wholly incompatible with a free 
people. They promote a despotism of the mind 
leading directly to one over the body. 

But the common schools do more than this. 
They crowa into the first few vears: of a child’s 
life, when mind and body are ina state of imma- 
turity, the study of the facts wnd theories which 
are to form the basis of a Hife’s work, and thus 
dwarf its development . ang, ot vent its. 
taining a real and pract ucation. 
cram the .=§s mind with a knowledge 
of facts without the exercise of 
thought in the comparison and arrangement of 
those facts is like overcrowding the stomach with 
food which it cannot digest. But thonght only 
comes with maturer years. A child can no more 
exercise prolonged and connected thought 
than a new-born babe can digest pickles, 
The effort to compel it to do so is 
to make a mental dyspeptic, incapable in 
after life of thinking to 
pose. To attempt.-to train a child mn the*essential 
affairs of life in the public schools is like trying 
to teach him to swim without going near the 
seek the 


water, A child, if left to itself, wil 
knowledge it wants, and will not require any 
severe montal process to master it. It will 


develop its own individuality and not another's. 
It will become capable of strong. vigorous, and 
independent thought, a thing impossible under 
any system imposed from without, 

Bat every system of ofliciaiism involves politics 
and political methods. They are inseparable 
from the corruption of politics, and whether they 
come to the surface or not they are always there. 
Favoritism, corruption, abuse are necessary parta 
of every political scheme, and consequently must 
always be wasteful and inefficient; but this is a 
case Where athing is good just in proportion as 
it is inefficient, regarding efticiency to mean sac 
cess in mental cram. Still, if inefficiency is their 
chief virtue it is not an inviting prospect for tax- 
payers. 

The veneration in which the public schools are 
held is the. shield to cover upinherent weaknesses 
and defects. and it is necessary to destroy that 
voricration before we can attack the thing that 
makes the abuse possible. in whatever direction 
we'push the investigation of social questions, 
whether in religion, in polities, in philosophy, 
or in education, everything points to liberty as 
the prime condition of human well-being. 


AID ASKED FOR CHICAGO WAIFS. 


—_—_— ——— _ -——- 


Special Services Held in the First Congre- 
gational Charch—What Was Said. 

Special services in aid of the Waifs’ Mission 
and Treining School were held last evening in 
the First Congregational Church at Ann street 
and Washington boulevard. The. attendance 
was large, and among those present were a 
number of the waifs of the mbission. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Elliot, speeking 
of the importance of the work to Chicago, 
said : 

This work has engaged a great ceal of my at- 
ten'ion during the [ast five years, for Mr. Daniels 
has done and is doing as much asthe State’s-At- 
torhey in the suppression of crime. "We want to 
prevent the boys from becoming the murderers, 
thieves, and perjurers. Many boys and girls who 
are brought into court as witnesses have no idea 
of the solemnity af an oath and but little idea of 
the value of human life. Therefore 
when the church join hands with a _ great 
undertaking like the Waifs’ Mission the alliance 
is one productive of great good. When these 
youthful criminals are brought into court many 
of them are sent to Mr. Danvels, and he has sayed 
many of these” young criminals: from lives of 
crime. It simply goes to show’ that by giving 
them another shaen the boys are rescued. The 
work which Mr. Daniels. is doing makes him 
one of the most efficient assistants Judge Longe- 
necker has, and,’if he should die and his place 
could not be filled, I believe the work of the 
State’s-Attorney’s office would be almost doubled. 
It is now proposed to build a Waifs’ Training 
School on a larger plan and place Mr. Daniels in 
charge. 

Judge R. S.. Tuthill said: 

There is nothing ever accomplished by one 
effortin the line of reform. You can’t bring such 
a movement as this to a successful issue by a spas- 
modic effort.

The Victoria the Latest Addition to the Line 
of Michigan Boulevard (Caravansaries. 

The “‘ Victoria,”’ the latest addition to the 
increasing line of palatial hotels on Michigan 
boulevard, will be thrown open to the public 
this morning. Yesterday it was shown. pri- 
vately for the first time in its completed con- 
dition. : 

The new hotel is on the site formerly occu- 
pied by the Beaurivage, immediately adjoin- 
ing the Richelieu.

The city government here is entirely in the 
hands of the Independents, or’ extreme Liber- 
als, who contributed not a little to the defeat 
of the School bill, and consequently the at- 
tacks of the Clericais upon the City Council as 
free-thinkers serve a double purpose.

Bicycle Riders Will Carry a Message from 
the West to the East. 

Chicago anda New York are to be connected by 
relay next month. Hundreds of bicycle ve 
will, by an arrangement now completed, carry 
message from Chicago to New York. Ati o relock 
May 18 N, H. Van Sicklen and A. £. Lamsden wili 
start with the message from 57 Plymouth place, 
carrying it as far as Tolleston on its long journey. 
Two other riders will take it at that point and 
continue with it to Porter, where otbers will take 
it. Inthis way the epistle will change hands 
every fifteen to fifty miles, according to the con- 
dition of the roads. It will be catried night 
and day at a rate of ten miles an hour 
and if on schedule time will reach New York just 
four days and one hour after the starting tim 
ne ving traveled 975 miles en route and passe 

rough by nearly fifty couple of riders. it is 
confidently predicted that this time will be im- 
proved upon if the roads are in good condition 
and weather favorable. In this manner it is 
thought to demonstrate the efficiency of the 
bicycle in case of war and a blockade of railroads 
and telegraph.
